“ambassador” of the Republic of Texas,* 
told San Antonio radio station WOAl that 
the group would end its standoff at the cou- 
ple’s home in exdionge for the release of 
two Republic membm under arrest and .

“We want them to - agree to a referen- 
dum to allow Texans to vote on the indepen- 
dence issue,” McLaren said from ^ gtmp's 


headquarters' in the 
Davis Mountains, 75 
miles north of the 
Medco border. 

The separatists 
stormed the home of 
Joe Rowe and his wife, 
M.A. Rowe, firing 
shots, authorities said. 
Rowe was injured by 
brokm shards trf glass 
in the gunfire, but

McLaren said the hostages were being 
held under the rules of international law. 

“Th^’re in hfr. Rowe’s house and being 
well taken care of,” said McLaren, whose 
headquarters axe 15 miles away from the 
Rowe home in this enclave of rcsort-style 
homes. “We're not but to injure anybody 
because under the Geneva Convendon we 
have to take care of them.” 

A telephone call to the Rowe home 
Sunday was answered by a man who iden- 
■ dfied himself as Lt Keys of the Republic of 
Texas M3ida. He itierred all questions to 
McLaren. .. 

*T can't conduct a military operation and 
answer your questions at ^ same time,” 
he told The Associated Press. 


Ihe Republic of Texas contends that thej 
annexation of Texas as a state in 1845 was 
illegal, that Texas should remain an inde-' 
peiident nation, and that the group’s lead- 
ers constitute the le^timate govenunent of , 
the independent nation of Texas. 

Texas was an independent republic hum 
1836, when it broke away from Mexico in 
the Texas Revolution, un^ 1845. 

However, the group has.reccntly split 
into several factions. Last month, one fac- 
tion “impeached” McLaren. And a mes- 
sage Sunday on a World Wide Web site 
attributed rathe Republic of Texas read: ;

SUN VALLEY - Elkhom resideacs and 


many other Wood River Vollm inhabi- 
tants ore living with packs of coyotes 
throughout the year, and some of them 
are nervous. 

Winter elk feeding has turned Etkhom 
into coyote country. This winter 64 elk 
came from the hills to be fed by 
Sagewillow Forms barnhonds, or to help 
themselves to hay stacked outside the 
horse bam near the Elkhom Fire Station. 

Residents at the Bluff, which bv^iiooks 
the stable, have counted 11 coyotes in a 
pack that lives in the fields around them. 
.Readents have lost outdoor cats and one 
woman watched her small dog being 
killed vdien it was off its leash, 30 yards

Cuyotes are auick to 
notice where food comes eosily, and 


return for more. Their typical diet is 
mice, but a cat makes a better meaL

Experts fear public has ; 
forgotten earthquake risk

. GOODING - It’s been almost 14 years, 
but Carl Peterson can clearly remember 
the moment the Borah Peak quake hit. 

. The school building seemed ready to 
come apart. 

“It was early in the morning I had just 
brought a substitute teacher into a room 
on the second floor to introduce her to 
the doss,” said Peterson, then prindpal 
of -the Idaho School for the Deaf and 
Blind in Gooding, and now the school’s 
director of student services. “When th.e 
earthquake hit, the floor was moving just 
Like waves on the water.” ' 

Nobody was hurt at ISDB in the 1983 
quake, centered near the central Idaho 
town of Challis and measuring 7.3 on the' 
..Richrar scale. It was in a way a blessing 
in disguise. 'The old hi^' school building 
' was badly damaged;' a new dunpus; 'com- 
plera witi) comfortable student cottages, 
was built a short while loter. 

That was then. This is now. A scientist 
has found evidence that on eorthquako 
fault near Boise remains active. And 
some experts worry that earthquake 
awareness in the Ma^c Valley, like the 
old ISDB campus, has faded into memory. 

“I think for a lot of people here, it’s

”Any place in Idaho should be 
prepared for at least a moderate 
shaking,” said Stephen Weiser, :

for the Bureau of Disaster Services. 

Although there are no known 
active famts anywhere near the 
Magic Valley, there are enough 
active faults in surrounding areas 
to put the valley at risk of the 
residual effects of a big quake, 
such as the shaking that damaged 
ISDB’s old high school, he said 
One such foult is the Water Tank 
Fault in the Halfway Guldi fault sys- 
tem near Grand View, Weiser said 
Scientists long have known the 
fault was there, out only recently dis- 
covered that it is sdll oedve, he said 
According to a recent Geological 
Survey news release, a quake on the

JEROME - Jerome County could 
soon restrict motor vehicle use on a 
road leading to the Auger Falls area, 
but a Twin Falls sport shop owner said 
closing the road would ruin access to a 
populw white water kayaking and raft- 
ing spot 

Jerome County Commissioner Roy 
Prescott said the county is considering 
shutting down motor v^de access to a 
road- that goes into the Snake River 
Canyon just south of the Jerome 
Country Club, about six and a half 
miles wuth of downtown Jeroma 


The road has no* official name, 
Prescott said, nor is it under county con- 
troL 

But the cotmty could probably still be 
held responsible for any, accidents 
along the road, which has not been well- 
maintained, Prescott said. 

"Nobody wants to take responsibility 


Tor the upkeep of the roadtr'be said; ' ' 
The county is considemg blocking 
■ the road with a locked gate. If the gate 
goes up, companies or agendes could 
tise.the road to move material or con- 
struction equipment totb the canyon, 
but all other mouff vehide traffic would 
be shut out, Prescott said.

Shoshone woman extends mother’s nurture

SHOSHONE - When ber children left 
home, Geraldine Curry couldn’t quite 
cut the apron strings. Rather than tying 
those strings around her own offspring, • 
she nurtured other people’s childr^

found not one, but two, careers to utilize

MuIIelan worked with Curry at 
Shoshone's Wood River Cdre Center. 
"She's a good, honest person. She never 
judges, takes people for what they' 
ore. She puts herself but and I r$al^ . 
admira her.” 

Cuny also found time to give to the 
local chapter of .the Amencan Red 
Cross. She is a volunteer and a paid 
instructor. 

"She’s a great instructor,” said Carole 
Hoey of the Red Cross. "She does a real 
thorough job on her Instructing. She ’ 
puts a lot of enthusiasm into her class- 
es.” 

One of her specialties is teaching dis- 
aster preparedness - skills she has 
honed by traveling to disasters to give 
those in need a helping hand.

DEAR LYNDA: There are very 
few good alpha hydroxy add geu 
or liquid toners (without alcohol 
that is) on the market, and I find 
chat rather startling. For many 
reasons a gel or liquid Is the best 
way to apply an AHA product, 
espedally for someone with nor- 
mal to oily/comblnadon or acne* 
prone skin.

Extra 
Strength AHA Oil-Free Formula 
with 10% AHA ($10.95 for 1.7 
ounces) is virtually free of any 
ingredients that could dog pores 
and is little more than water, ^* 
coUc ad^ pH balancer, tlddcen- 
er, ond-uiltanc, slip agent, and 
preservatives. Iwoiud m happier 
if it were still on 8 percent con- 
centration of AHA, but for those 
looking for more foliation this 
is a definite option.
